WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Q)— 
The groundwork for a _ far-reaching 
drouth. relief organization made up 
of federal, state and county commit- 
tees was agreed upon at the White 
House governors’ conference today 
its immediate aim the preven- 
tion of livestock losses, assistance to 
needy farm families, and protection 
of the publie health. 

The conference was attended by 
governors of 10 states and represent- 
atives of three other commonwealths 
and lasted more than three hours. 

At its conclusion President Hoover 
declared in a statement that while the 
extent of the damage could not yet 
be determined it was certain at least 
250 counties in the drouth area were 
“most acutely affected” and required 
some degree of aid.

McLendon was called into the exec- 
utive session of the committee, to 
which it retired, after completion of 
taking the testimony Thursday aft- 
ernoon, and offered a chance to re- 
sign and preclude any report of the 
committee. This he refused to do, 
telling the committee to file its find- 
ings, and that he would decide his 
course of action between that time 
and the meeting of council\at 2 o’clock 
Monday afternoon, 

Previously McLendon had stated he 
would resign immediately if the com- 
mittee found him guilty.

Recruiting Quotas 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—()— 
Because 2,400 men will be made avail- 
able about October 1 through decom- 
missioning of the battleships Florida, 
Utah and Wyoming, as provided under 
the London treaty, the navy has de- 
cided to cut its recruiting in half for 
three months. 

To keep the navy at 84,500 men, 
1,600 are admitted per month to bal- 
ance expiring terms of enlistment. The 
2400 men made available through de- 
commissioning the three battleships 
will be released for other assignments 
over a period of three months and re- 
cruiting activities reduced to admit 
800 men per month for the period. 

The Florida and Utah have a com- 
plement of 967 enlisted men each, 
while the Wyoming carries 1,055 men. 
None will be retained on the Florida, 
the crew gradually diminishing dur- 
ing the scrapping process. Three 
hundred men each will be left aboard 
the Utah and Wyoming which will be 
placed in reserve status. A _ body of 
2389 sailors, therefore, will be re- 
leased about October 1 when the ships 
are decommissioned. 


In the early part of the 1931 there 
will be five reasons why those 2,400 
men will not be idle. The battleships 
Arizona and Pennsylvania will have 
been modernized, and three 10,000-ton 
cruisers, the Louisville, the Chicago 
and the Augusta, will be completed. 

The Arizona and Pennsylvania car- 
ry complements of 1,077 men each, 
and each now has 300 men aboard. 
The crews of the Utah and Wyoming 
will man the two battleships being 
renovated, plus 132 men from the 
Florida. 

Each of the three new cruisers re- 
quire 525 men, or a total of 1,575. 
The 835 men remaining will be as- 
signed to these with the balance of 
the crews provided by recruiting and 
transfers from other ships. 


FOLSOM PRISON, Cal., Aug. 14.

The court hearing, convening in the 
prison to hear Billings’ claim that he 
was innocent of the San Francisco 
Preparedness Day bombing, July 22, 
1916, was electrified at the statement. 

Jt was the first time Hurley ever 
was mentioned in the controversy | 
over the parade dynamiting which has 
raged since Thomas J. Mooney and 
Billings were convicted of the dyna- 
miting. 

Although the transporting of dyna- 
mite in 1913 was not connected with 
the crime for which Billings was 
convicted, it is responsible for the 
present court hearing on Billings’ 
pardon application. 

Billings was arrested in 1913 for 
illegal possession of dynamite and 
served two years in prison. California 
law provides that previously convict- 
ed men cannot be pardoned unless the 
supreme court so Mcommends. That 
is why the court is considering the 
Billings plea while the application of 
Thomas J. Mooney, convicted of the 
bombing also, must be acted on by 
Governor C. C. Young.

Lester Coy, a 23-year-old farmer, 
had caught Elmer Tilton and his 17- 
year-old boy jn his potato patch.

Tilton was 45 years old. He had 
been out of work for months. He 
had picked up odd jobs here and there 
and managed to make a g» of it, but 
in the last few days there had been 
no income. All day yesterday the 
family went without food, and by 
night Tilton was desperste.

CHARTERS THAT PAY CASH. 


Early this month a utility com- 
pany chartered in New Jersey filed 
with the secretary of state an 
Amended certificate of incorpora- 
tion increasing its capitalization, and 
for that privitege the company paid 
the state a cash fee of $428,511. 
All the state did for that more than 
two-fifths of a million dollars was 
to consent to the increased stock 
issue and register the certificate. 

Last year the “‘little Blue Hen,” 
Delaware, reaped a total revenue, 
paid with the filing of charters in 
the office of its secretary of state, 
of $3,369,768. The monthly char- 
ter payments into the state treas- 
ury ran from $227,606 to $420,309. 

The Constitution and Edgar Wat- 
kins, of this city, have long been 
urging the general assembly of 
Georgia to look seriously to this 
same source of revenue. It only 
requires the enactment of a sensible 
and liberal incorporation law, with 
reasonable franchise and_ capital 
stock taxes, such as are attracting 
charter seekers to Delaware, New 
Jersey and Arizona from all parts of 
the nation. Many Georgia corpora- 
tions are operating under charters 
obtained in those states. 


The process of getting a charter 
in this state is dilatory and cum- 
bersome, and hampered with un- 
necessary restrictions. A liberal law 
under which a charter could be ob- 
tained at the office of the secretary 
of state as easily almost as an auto- 
mobile tag can be bought there 
now, weuld ‘undoubtedly cause 
many companies over the south and 
from distant states to come here for 
their certificates of incorporation. 
They would pay large franchise fees 
and still larger capitalization taxes, 
payable from year to year as a 
Steady source of revenue. 

This is a matter that ought to 
interest those who are professing 
great anxiety to provide ample rev- 
enues for the state. With a well- 
devised incorporation law they 
might add a million or two every 
year to the state treasury at the 
simple expense of a _ registration 
book and a quart of ink. 


HOME LIQUOR FOR ALL. 

The decision of Federal Judge 
Ritter, at Miami, that the manufac- 
ture, possession, and serving of 
liquor to one’s bona fide guests in 
oné’s own home, are legal under 
the prohibition amendment and 
Volstead act, need occasion no sur- 
prise. It is in line with federal 
court decisions rendered in other 
jurisdictions and is a statement of 
the supreme law of the land. 

It is interesting to note, also, that 
the new director of prohibition, 
Amos W. W. Woodcock, was the 
district attorney in Baltimore who 


prosecuted Congressman John Philip | 


Hill, of that city, for making fer- 
mented Spirits in his own home 
cellar, and failed to secure a con- 
viction that such act was unlawful. 


What, then, is the result of such 
decisions by the courts? It is that 
every man’s home in the land may 
be a- lawful distillery or brewery for 
his home supply of liquors. The 
only interdiction is that the liquors 
so manufactured “must not be sold 
or transported.” Ang that opens 
legal doors and constitutional pro- 
tection to “the free and unlimited 
making of intoxicating liquors” for

gold medal awarded him by the ¢con- 
gress of his country to commem- 
orate his achievements in advancing 
the science of aviation. The cere- 
mony will be more significant than 
spectacular, but will put a golden 
seal upon the calendar of a life that 
has attracted the admiration of the 
world and illustrated the nobler 
traits of American character to his 
fellow citizens. 

The feat of Colonel Lindbergh 
when he was a scarcely conspicu- 
ous air mail pilot in quietly pointing 
his little monoplane across the At- 
lantic ocean and landing it in the 
environs of Paris in France, thrilled 
the whole world with amazement 
and admiration. On. the instant he 
became the hero of the day and of 
the new science of air transport. 
The modesty and manliness with 
which he received and bore his 
blushing honors still further en- 
deared him to all nations. 

Since that remarkable accom- 
plishment young Lindbergh has de- 
voted his talents and superb skill 
to the work of demonstrating the 
possibilities of air travel and trans- 
ports, nationally and internationally, 
and is now acclaimed in the field of 
aviation as Edison is in the electrical 
world and Ford in the automotive 
industry of two hemispheres. 

The people of the United States 
who are proud of Lindbergh and 
feel a keen personal interest in his 
life, fortunes and fame, will be 
gratified to know that he has in his 
hands the symbol that the congress 
has voted to him in token of the 
high place he holds in the affections 
of his countrymen. 


SENATOR FESS IN HELMET. 

The selection of Senator Fess to 
be chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee does not appear to 
have injected any vocal enthusiasm 
into the party psychology. There 
are few expressions in the party 
journals that he will bring much 
virility and vim into the pending 
congressional campaign. 

Senator Fess is a college teacher 
by trade with a childlike coun- 
tenance and a placid temperament.

His principal 
role in the senate has been to echo 
in a’ way the yens of the president 
in the White House, not in a lusty 
Rhoderick Dhu fashion, but rather 
in apologetic and conciliatory terms 
when criticism was aimed White 
Houseward.

Doctor Friedrich Rosen, who is un- 
doubtedly the leading German author- 
ity on the Near and Middle East, has 
just written his “Memoirs.” He was 
the son of the Prussian consul at Jeru- 
salem. His playmates were chiefly 
Arab boys and his father’s servants, 
and he thereby gained a remarkable 
insight into the Oriental mind, which 
stood him in’ good stead throughout 
his career. His earliest memories of 
the Holy Olty date back to the middle 
of the 19th century, when Jerusalem 
was contained by its walls, whose 
gates were shut at night and even 
during the Friday prayers. Some 3 
years later he returned to his first 
home as consul and loudly lamented 
the erection of new quarters outside 
the city that changed the landscape 
—and spoilt it. When Dr. Rosen re- 
turned to Jerusalem as consul he took 
a keen interest in the identification of 
Biblical sites. 
eries he found that the Prophet Jere- 
miah lived near the Valley of Farat 
and that the reference to the Eu- 
phrates (also termed Farat) in the 
13th chapter of his prophecies was 
undoubtedly made to the rocky valley 
in the prophet’s own neighborhood, 
and not to the river. Among the au- 
thor’s visitors were Gertrude Bell. Of 
quite another type was the French 
consul, whose remark about a colony 
of Americans who were expecting the 
Day of Judgment ran: “They are 
waiting for the Messiah, and in the 
meanwhile they make excellent jam.” 
‘lo revert to Doctor Rosen’s early 
days, in 1885 he took up a post in 
India, and two years later decided 
to travel home across Persia, where, 
thanks to his knowledge of the lan- 
guage, he was able to gain touch with 
all classes. He met an old man, who 
discussed the telegraph line with him, 
and explained that there was nothing 
wonderful about it: “Imagine a very 
long greyhound whom you pinch at 
the tail and who howls at the head.”

HONEST BREAD FOR DIABETES 
PATIE? . . 

Our hostess partook of a little spe- 
cial bread at one or two meals a day. 
This special bread she bought at what 
seemed an outrageous price. But she 
was subject to diabetes and the bread 
purported to be starchless. I wanted 
to taste of it, but I couldn't, because— 
well, for the same reason that I can't 
enjoy an expensive cigar, which is one 
that sets you back*a nickel] or even 
more, when a pipeful of good old (to- 
bacco manufacturers please write for 
quotations) costs a fraction of a cent. 
The bread looked appetizing, at any 
rate. 

Speaking of Foods and Diets in Dia- 
betes, Dr. Nellis B. Foster remarks: 

“Of commercial diabetic foods 
there is no end. A few, such as 
fruits preserved without added 
sugar, have a limited usefulness. 
Many of these novelties, especially 
the endless varieties of breads and 
biscuits, are at best harmless and 
a majority are palpable. No one 
ever succeeded in making a bread 
that tastes like bread oyt of sub- 
stitutes for flour. And there is 
no need now why a man should 
persecute himself by trying to eat 
a slice of some soggy, heavy, 
tasteless loaf in the delusion that 
he is the better for thus morti- 
fying the flesh.... ” 

I must interrupt here to say that 
the bread our hostess had for herself 
was certainly not soggy nor heavy; on 
the contrary it looked so crisp and 
light and crusty that I felt it was 
just as well not to taste of it for fear 
I might acquire a hankering for it. 

Diabetic patients who have had ex- 
perience with the older methods -:f 
treatment will be curious to learn 
why Dr. Foster has so little use for 
— breads. Let him elucidate fur- 
ther : 

“Far better for him (the alia- 
betic) physically, and transeend-. 
ently better for him nientally and 
morally, to eat real honest bread, 
figure the cost in starch and pay 
in units of insulin.’ e 
As I recollect” it, aur hostess said 

each leaf of her precious bread set 
her back about as much ag a patient 
would pay for insulin to take care of 
all the starch in two loaves of real 
bread. She was not receiving insulin. 
You remember what the old lady said 
when she kissed the cowy 

Dr. Foster tells of a generous wom- 
an who, having experienced the mirac- 
ulous effect of insulin, which had 


transformed the atmosphere of her: 


own home, where haggling exactions 
and hungry suspicion had n re- 
placeidl by something of content and 
serenity, gave a considerable sum of 
money to start a fund to make insulin 
available to the poor. (The author 
does not divulge any further particu- 
lars of such charity). 

There's a good work for some of our 
well-to-lo readers te think about. 
Have you ever experienced any similar 
benefit from a remedy or treatment 
that cost something? Wouldn't a,con- 
tribution toward the provision the 
same blessing for poor people be a 
satisfying sort of charity for you to 
work ? ¢ good woman who contrib- 
uted toward insulin for the poor hag 
the great satisfaction of knowing that 
her contribution reached the bene- 
ficiaries fot whom it was intended.

How the Division Was Assembled: 


It will be recalled by many that from 
May on through August in 1917 the 
first officers’ training camp was held 
at Fort McPherson, ear the city. The 
majority of the men thus trained for 
command were from Georgia, Alabama 
and Florida, with a few senior line 
officers from New York, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. 


The design of the chief of staff of 
the army was to mix the officers from 
various sections in order to more 
perfectly nationalize their morale and 
sense of solidarity of patriotism and 
purpose. 

The schedule of the division was 
effected on August 25 at Camp Gor- 
don, established in that name in honor 
of General John B. Gordon, of Con- 
federate army and United States sena- 
torial fame. ; 

The first draft men allocated to 
Camp Gordon for organization into 
companies, regiments and brigades be- 
gan to report there on September 1. 
They came from Georgia, Tennessee 
and Alabama, and took intensive train- 
ing for six weeks.

Then Came Men of All Nations. 

After their transfer for use in train- 
ing service to the 30th Division at Ma- 
con and the 28th at Augusta, trainloads 
of draftees from all parts of the 


Union began to arrive at Camp Gor- 
don. There were olive-hued Italo- 
Americans from the East Side of New 
York, swarthy Poles from the coal 
regions of Pennsylvania, some French 
from New England, big 
_plainsmen from the Dakotas and mid- 
dle-western states, Californians, Wash- 
ingtonians and Texans, followed 
by recruits from Virginia, Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio, sent down from Camp 
Sherman at Chilicothe in Ohio. 
There were naturalized men in the 
82d from Germany, Austria, Hungary, 
Japan, China, India, Arabia, Russia,

Holland, Belgium, England,. Spain, 
PR. tugal and Greece, so that it was 
no fancy to call the 82d the “All 
American” Division—all native and 
second-birth American citizens march- 
ing proudly under its colors. 


Went to War to End Wars. 


For more than six months this 
heterogeneous mass of “cannon fod- 
der” drawn from every American 
state was strenuously whipped into 
the shape of a “fighting machine” 
that combined the stamina and valor- 
ous spirit of all civilized ks tng 
blend that could marca, and battle, 
and die, as finely as any. military 
unit that ever trod the planet. 

In April, 1918, they were fit for 
the field and in a great convoy they 
sailed for the war.area in France, 
going via Liverpool, London and 
Southampton to disembark at Havre 
and find their preparation billet be- 
hind the British lines at Amiens, 
north of Paris. There with, British 
ie sea sical they spent six ‘Weeks 
ledrning the technique of European 
warfare in modern conditions. They 
used British guns, ate writitsh rations 
and formed for the time an integral 
part of the British army. 


Going In On Their Own. 


Transferred to Toul and _ given 
teaching in trench warfare by French 
veterans, the 82d was then as- 
signed to the dangerous sector in 
front of the famous German fortified 
post, Mont Sec, in the German St. 
Mihiel salient. Here they had fre- 
quent encounters with German  pa- 
trols and had to grit their teeth un- 
der heavy artillery fire. 

On September 12 the division was 
thrown into the first purely American 
offensive, the St. Mihiel, and so 
valiantly took all the objectives as- 
signed to it and on scheduled time 
that the commander of the forces cit- 
ed them for their bravery in action 
and the clock-like way in which they 
did their task. They lost more men 
than any other division im the action, 
being under the fire of the long range 
German guns in the Metz fortress, 

In the Argonne Forest, on the Aire 
and at the town of Grandpre the di- 


vision performed with its habitual 
valor and won imperishable laurels 


for its battle efficiency.

Their Home-Coming to Atlanta. 

The full story of the flaming career 
of the 82d Division in France is too 
lengthy to be rehearsed here, but when 
they make their “home-coming”’ to 


Atlanta on September 26, we can hear 
the brilliant incidents from the lips 


‘of those who made the great record. 


Atlantans should ever be proud that 
it was here this famous “outfit” was 
assembled and girt for the greatest 
war of all time, and that it was in 
the atmosphere of our cwn historic 
batt] fields that they drank in the 
spirit of their’ fine adventure to 
“make the world safe for democracy” 
and to evolve that growing’ spirit 
around the world in favor of outlaw- 
ing war among Christian people.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 14.-—An- 
other dark chapter in Lina Bas- 
quette’s star-crossed path was written 
when, as neither a return of the Baby 
Lita she hoped to recover nor a com- 
plete reconciliation with the husband 
she left in order to get her baby back 
resulted, she. attempted suicide on 
Tuesday, evening.

Warner and came to Hollywood. 


Born with the strange heritage of 
suicide upon her, it is not strange that 
Lina Basquette turned to that dark 
door when life seemed unbearable. 
When she was a tiny tot her father, 
Frank Basquette, killed himself aver 
business reverses.

Mr. Smith said he remarked 
that he would have to move his car 
from the road, but he quoted Holden 
as remarking: | 

“He’s looking for me and I don’t 
want to have any trouble with him. 
I'll see you later.” 

Mr. Smith said that Hill got out 
of the car and cursed Holden as he 
left. He uoted Hill as saying, with 
oaths: “Watch him run—lI’d just 
love to cut, him:’in half-and see two 
parts fall.”” He said that Hill had a 
knife. 

Holden and his sons. went, up the 
road to their truck, Mr. Smith said, 
while Hill attempted to follow. The 
farmer drove off ahead of*him, how- 
ever. Mr. Smith, who said he wanted 
to avoid trouble, left also. 

Hill Wounds Holden Youth. 

Mr. Smith said. that Holden told 
him Hill got oyt of his car and shot 
at one of his sons, the bullet inflict- 
ing a fresh wound in the jaw or neck. 
Holden said he then answered the 
fire with both pistol and shotgun. 
Hill has numerous relatives in Ma- 
con, including his widow and three 
children, He was separated from his 
wife, relatives said. 

The survivors, besides his widow, 
are two daughters, Mrs. Lucille 
Woodall and Mrs. Pauline Washburn, 
both of Macon; a son, J. T. Hill, Jr., 
East Macon; two brothers, R. F. 
Hill, of Macon, now-visiting in New 
York, and E. L. Hill, Danville, Ga. ; 
three sisters, Mrs. Florence Horton, 
Danville; Mrs. Alice Spears, Irwin- 
ton, and Mrs. C. H. Lee, Macon. 

Hill, who was 55 years of age, had 
been an employe of the sanitarium 
for only three months, it was said.

ENGLAND SOLD ON STRIBLING. 

With Young Stribling nearing port on the Aquitania and 
New York in a lather of excitement over the prospect of sign- 
ing him for a big September outdoor fight, it may be interest- 
ing to take one farewell peep at his fight with Phil Scott. 

It was the quick victory over Scott, viewed in the 
light of Jack Sharkey’s miserable showing against the 
same Phil in Miami, that convinced one and all that 
Young Stribling actually was the best of the heavy- 
weights 
One reads in the News of the World, London, an article by 

Jimmy Wilde, ex-flyweight champion, that Britain is com- 
pletely sold on Stribling just as we are in America. Excerpts | 
from the Wilde article follow: 


“It will be many months before we recover from the bad 
shock Phil Scott gave us by his woeful display against the Amer- 
ican, Young Stribling, at Wimbledon stadium. What slender 
hopes we had of his qualifying for a match with Max Schmeling 
for the world’s heavyweight championship were rudely shattered. 
I have seen Scott in some disappointing matches, but I did not 
believe it possible that he could let us down so crudely as he did. 
Had he put up the ghost of a fight we should have been satis- 
fied. Instead, he was so completely outclassed that he might 
have been a novice overwhelmed by the reputation of his rival. 
There is no need to enlarge on the story of this disaster which 
shipwrecked British hopes. The best thing is to try to forget it. 

“Stribling is now a warm favorite for the world’s heavy- 
title. His polished display of boxing and aggressive action, 
coupled with tremendous punching powers, place him in a similar 
category to Jack Dempsey and Gene Tunney. I cannot believe 
that Schmeling will make any headway against the ‘Georgia 
Peach,’ and should Stribling and Carnera clash for the third time, 
the fight is going to be hectic. Carnera has made big strides 
since he met Stribling in London and Paris. The Italian is infe- 
rior in ringcraft and scientific ability, but he is plucky, and can 
deliver a knock-down punch, as Stribling will agree. 

“Stribling will not rest content until he has proved that he is 
the world’s best heavyweight—an ambition which I honestly be- 
lieve will be fulfilled. Scott, I feel certain, is finished with the 
sport. In fact, it will surprise me and the mass of public opinion 
if he fights again.”

Other results of the conference are 
a recognition of the help to religion 
of modern science and a call of youth, 
in its “mental confusion and spiritual 
hunger.” 

The conference also brought to light 
a.record of a stimulus to a growing 
movement toward Christian unity 
throughout the world and the admis- 
sion of women to the ministry of the 
church as far as the order of dea- 
coness, 

Another important development was 
the denunciation of war as incom- 
patible with the teaching of Christ, 
together with a clear cut statement | 
that “the existence of armaments on 
their present scale among nations en- | 
dangers the maintenance of peace. 
The conference joins in an appeal for | 
further effort to secure continued | 
|reduction of armaments by interna- 
tional agreement. 

There emerged from the conference, | > 
as contained in the encyclical, the dec- 
laration that no one should be ex- | 
cluded from worship in any church 
on account of color or race and that 
the guiding principle of racial rela- 
tions should be interdependence and 
not competition.

The Lambeth conference closed its 
session on Sunday. All ef the meet- | 
ings since the opening on August o 
had been secret, as is the usual cus- | 
tom, but announcements from time to | 
time had marked the progress of the 
deliberations. | 

The conference is a world conclave, 
held the last previous time ten years | 
ago in London. As this year, it fol- 
lowed the international congregation 
council, which this time was held at 
3ournemouth, England, and at Boston 
ten years ago. 

The two conferences are the direct 
historical rep ‘esentatives of the first 
cleavage in English Protestantism aft- 
er the separation of the English 
church from Rome, the_ division 
between the separatists, first of the 
non-conformists and the established 
church, 

The conference is advisory and not | 
legislative in its powers. A report on 
the proposed union of the Anglican | 
Church of India with the United | 
Church of South India, an attempt 
to heal a breach of four centuries, 
was expected to come out of the pres- | 
ent conference. 

No mention is made in the encyc- 
of such controversial subjects | 
as the Anglo-Catholic movement,

The bishops fearlessly tackled the | 
highly controversial problems of mod- 
ern life and stated their findings 
with clear-cut firmness. 

The only one of 75 resolutions upon 
which the bishops make their vote 
public was that concerning birth con- 
trol, which was carried by 193 votes 
to 67. The resolution stipulates that 
“where there is a clearly felt moral 
obligation to limit or avoid parent- 
hood, the method must be decided on 
Christian principles.” The resolution 
strongly condemns “the use of any 
methods for birt’: control from mo- 
tives of selfishness, luxury or mere 
convenience.” 


In all questions of marriage and 
sex the conference emphasizes the 
need of education. On the subject of 
divorce the bishops are equally out- 
spoken and the most important reso- 
lution on that subject is couched in 
the following terms: 

“The conference, while passing no 
ne ment on the practice of regional

Shares of three companies were 
particularly weak. Canadian Pacific, 
which has been steadily sold during 
the past week, tumbled 103-4 points 
to 1653-4, another new low. The 
liquidation reflects the poor showing 
made by the road’s earnings and the 
prospects that the directors will have 
to dip into surplus for the dividend, 
or reduce it.

61,410 Bankruptcies 
Now on U. S. Dockets 


WASHINGTON, . Aug. 14.—(?)— 
In connection with its investigation 
into the operations of: the federal 
bankruptcy -laws, the department of 
justice today made public statistics 
showing that on June 30 there were 
pending in the courts 61,410 undis- 
| posed of cases of which 45,168 were 
voluntary and 16,242 imvoluntary. 

On June 30, 1929, there were 59,- 
118 cases pending, of which 42,688 
were voluntary and 16,425 involun- 
tary. During the year 62,845 cases 
were filed of which 57,299 were vol- 
untary and 5,546 involuntary. 

Of the cases concluded during last 
year 4,472 were farmers, 290,067 
wage earners, 13,580 merchants, 1,386 
manufacturers, 1,378 professional men 
and 10,665 unclassified. 

The total liabilities involved were 
$948,257,731, a slight increase over 
the preceding fiscal year. The total 
amount realized from these cases 
was $118,572,409 and the net amount 
collected after deducting expenses was 
$106,245,487. 

The survey of the bankruptcy loss 
is being conducted by the department 
in co-operation with the department 
of commerce. Its ultimate purpose 1s 
to recommend to congress changes in 
the present bankruptcy code.
